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Nights were cold and days were 
warm at Sarcee. But the Alberta 
contingent of the C.0.T.C. was pre- 
pared for both. When the men ar- 
rived on Sunday, May 3, they were 
each issued with five woolen blan- 
kets and a work uniform of light 
material. In these uniforms they 
waged mock battles on the sun- 
baked hills around the camp. This 
year emphasis was put on field 
training. Attacking and defensive 
actions and how to look after one- 
self under battle conditions were a 
few of the things in which the men 
were instructed. Above are pictures 
of camp life. 

1. Smoke and tear gas generators 
are lighted to subject men of “B” 


Company advancing down a nearby 
road under the conditions of a gas 
attack. 


2. On the warning cry of “Gas”, 
steel helmets were quickly in place, 
pushed backwards, and face-pieces 
of respirators fitted. None of the 
men breathed in gas fumes, and 
some even doubted that tear gas 
was present. Unmasked spectators 
knew differently. 


3. Generators give off great billows 
of white smoke. On top of the large 
smoke generator is the smaller tear 
gas generator. They were placed 
thus to ensure mixing of the two 
gases, 


4, After completing a manoeuvre, 
men stretch out on the ground. Rest 
periods were completely utilized. 


5. Where they sleep—row after row 
of straight, clean tentlines. In the 
daytime ground sheets, palliasses, 
blankets, great coats and duffle bags 
are piled neatly before tents,

Stripped of their 
clothes, they were drying themselves 
in the sun when a Canadian Women’s 
Army Corps driver appeared on the 
scene.

Meds, Dents and 
Others Receive 
Financial Aid 


Students in Medicine and Den- 
tistry Get $2.30 Per Day 
If They Enlist 


DOMINION-PROVINCIAL 
GRANT AIDS OTHERS 


Students in the two final years of 
Medicine and Dentistry, who are 
physically fit and have satisfactory 
academic standing, may enlist in the 
armed services and secure leave of 
absence with pay of $1.30 per day 
and subsistence allowance of $1.00 
per day, while they are completing 
their courses. Internes who are pro- 
vided with board and lodging by 
hospitals will not be eligible for 
subsistence allowance. Dependents’ 
allowances will not be paid. 

Other students in Medicine, Den- 
tistry, B.Sc. Nursing, Engineering, 
Chemistry, Physics, Geology, House- 
hold Economics (dietitians), or other 
science important to the war effort, 
and in Education, who are progress- 
ing satisfactorily in their studies, 
should not withdraw from the Uni- 
versity for lack of financial means 
without first applying through the 
Registrar for the help needed, Funds 
provided jointly by the Provincial 
and -Dominion Governments are 
available to make grants in aid of 
needy students. Students receiving 
grants must sign a declaration that 
before or after graduation they will 
make their services available to the 
national war effort. This declaration 
does not imply enlistment, but ra- 
ther a willingness to work in the 
capacity for which they have been 
professionally trained wherever they 
are needed. 

It is also possible that additional 
funds may become available for loans 
as low interest rates to students for 
whom the above grants, necessarily 
limited in size, may prove inade- 
quate. Preference in awarding 


grants and loans will normally be; 


given to students in accelerated 
courses, who have no opportunity 
for summer earnings, but it is hoped 
that funds may be sufficient to care 
for all cases of genuine need. 

Engineers, even partially trained, 
are much needed, and it is hoped 
the first year of the engineering 
course may he’ filled to capacity. 
Medical and dental schools are being 
urged by the Dominion Government 
to maintain their full quotas and if 
possible increase them. There is a 
great shortage of school teachers, 
and the University desires to in- 
crease the number of those trained 
for high school work, both by the 
special summer course already an- 
nounced to begin May 20, and by in- 
creasing the size of its regular 
classes.

When Sarcee 
Bus Overturns 


Monotony of the routine of 
schemes in fieldcraft and trips into 
Calgary was broken for cadets at 
Camp Sarcee Saturday evening, May 
9, when a bus carrying over thirty 
student-soldiers went off the road 
and overturned in the ditch one mile 
east of the camp. 


The boys were on their way into 
town on Saturday passes and left 
Sarcee at 6:45. The bus driver evi- 
dently sensed a general desire to 
get moving and stepped on the 
accelerator on a straight stretch of 
road. He tried to slow up to make 
a curve, but failed, and jumped the 
edge of the road. The driver claim- 
ed some children nearby had forced 
him to swerve. 

Crowded into a twenty-two pass- 
enger bus, the cadets were thrown 
violently about by the crash. The 
roof of the vehicle was crushed and 
glass from shattered windows caused 
many cuts. Bruises resulted from 
men being flung against the walls. 

Although there was no real panic, 
a great deal of commotion ensued 
when one cadet cried, “Let me out! 
Let me out!” while a child-witness 
screamed at sight of the wreck. A 
few men, notably Lance-Corporal 
Keith Nichols, took charge of the 
melee and directed others through 
windows. 

Excitement was increased when 
gas from the bus’s tank began to 
leak through onto the passengers. 
Fortunately no one was smoking at 
the time. 

Stiffness and bruises, with black 
eyes in the majority, was the gen- 
eral complaint after the accident. 
Three men were taken to the Col. 
Belcher military hospital in Calgary, 
and one, Cadet W. L, Clemis, with 
head injuries, is still there. Sergt. 
Harry Inman suffered a torn ear 
from flying glass, Second Lieut. 
Whitehead an arm injury, and an- 
other man had his glasses broken. 
Several others can still be classified 
in camp records as walking wounded.
